In a report to the commission on church and sdécial service of 
the Federal Council of the Charches of Christ in America) made pub- 
lie recently; the Rev. Henry A. Atkinson, associate secretary, attacks 
the Colorado coal companies for their attitude toward the labor trou- 
bles in that state.
